What June Gentry” Writes.

“The president of this organization is 
Mabel Sturtevant, who is the author of the 
Letter to the Country Girl.’ The name of 
Mabe! Sturtevant at the head of an organiza- 
tion of this kind is equivalent to the trade- 
mark of suctess. It is doubtful if the word 
‘fail’ holds a place in her vocabulary. 

“ Miss Sturtevant was born and reared on 
a farm and has that sterling character and 
good common sense which comes from close 

contact with nature and from a study of na- 
ture’e laws.” 


Would Make “Splendid Mother.” 

There is none whose privilege it ia to 
know Miss Sturtevant intimately who does 
not say: ‘What a splendid mother she 
would make!’ It seems too great a sacrifice 
to see one in the full bloom of mature wom- 
anhood sacrifice her life for the children of 
others when her heart plainly yearne for 
children of her own, but it is doubtful if one 
woman in ten thousand can be found as 
eminently qualified to carry on work of 
this kind as is Miss Sturtevant.”

‘SEEKS EASIERMARKETING 


County Commissioners Told How 


Cost of Food Can Be Cut 
for Chicagoans. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The average distance from the earth to the 
moon is 238,840 miles. The truck gardeners 
in and around Chicago, according to their 
president, August Geweke, make a trip of 
that distance about twenty-eight times a 
year. The aggregate distance traveled by 
all of them is estimated by Mr. Geweke at 
6,825,000 miles. And they do a large part 
of their traveling on “ awful country roads,” 

Geweke is interestetd in the good road 


movement and made a trip to town yester- | 


day to find out exactly what thé county board 
intends to do. He had a talk with Commis- 
sioners Board, Anderson, and Gard, three of 
the country commissioners who have been 
active in the movement for good roads legis- 
lation and the laying out of a program for 
Cook county. 
Banker and Truck Gardener. 

Mr. Geweke is president of the Cook Coun- 
ty Truck Gardeners and Farmers’ associa- 
tion. He has made such a success in grow- 
ing vegetables for Chicagoans that he now 
is also the president of the Morton Grove 
Trust and Savings bank. He is an enthusi- 
ast on good roads, believing that it would 


materially benefit the members of his garden- | 


ers’ organization. 

“ If Cook county will build 150 miles of per- 
manent hard roads the acreage in garden 
truck will be increased from ohe-third to a 
half.“ he told the county commissioners. 

“The Minneapolis Civic and Commerce 
association issued a report lest yéar claim- 
ing that the loss from bad roads around that 
city measured $2,921,808 in 1911,"’ he contin- 
ued. 

“If Cook county ocnstructs 332 miles, as 
it plans, in the right places there will be 
twice as much truck farming done as now. 
Perhaps that might lower the prices on vege- 
table foodstuffs some, but the roads would 
#0 materially increase the amounts grown 
and marketed that the income of the farmers 
would also be materially increased. 


Says All Would Benefit. 

The way I look at it, the city housed peo- 
ble would benefit and the truck growers 
would benefit. In addition the land owners 
outside of the city would havea higher mar- 
Ket value for their property. So far as I can 


dee no one would be hurt and every one would 


be benefited. Good roads in Cook county 
ought to benefit the people in smaller ci littes 
around, but with that Iam not concerned. 

At present the truck farmers are not sup- 
piying Chicago with all of their vegetables. 
They could grow the stuff, but they cannot 
get it to market; the roads will not permit. 


If we had good roads we could use motor 


trucks. At present there are only seven 
farmers who are using them. They happen 
to be located on good roads, and only this 
season have made their purchases. 

Over 95 per cent of the truck farmers used 
twohorse wagons. If they have a hau! of less 
than ten miles they can make a trip nearly 
every Gay. If the haul is fourteen or fifteen 


miles or more three trips a week is almost the 
Amit. The average number of trips a week 
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now is about two and ane-half, so you see 
that the farmers have had to move way out.”

Quinn,” The legal term used in the summons 
is case.“ Damages are asked in the sum of 
$25,000. The defendants, respectively, are the 
attorney general of Illinois, Gov. Dunne’s 
personal investigator, and one of the reform- 
atory guards. 

Dr. Marshall's attorney, R. 8. Mecliduff, a 
leading Democratic lawyer of Pontiac and 
central Illinois, would not disclose tonight 
the angle he expects the action to take. 


Conspiracy to Be Charged. 

It is indicated, however, that general con- 
aspiracy is to be charged when the trial is 
held. The subponas are returnable during 
the second week in October. The proceed- 
ings at some stage undoubtedly will involve 
a wholesale attack upon the constitutionelity 
of the state civil service law. 

The charges against Dr. Marshall, cruelty 
to Inmates. mistreatment, and neglect of 
duty, were adopted formally by the board of 
managers this morning and forwarded to 
Springfield by President John A. Califf. 
They were accompagied with a demand that 
Dr. Marshall be suspended immediately. 
On the heels of the deputy sheriff came a 
special messenger carrying to the board of 
managers the formal refusal of Dr. Marshall 
to resign, a sharp denouncement of the Inves- 
tigation, and a denial of gll of the charges 
made against him in the testimony of the 
128 inmates. 

Marshall Asks Fair Inquiry. 

Dr. Marshall also asked a fairand unbiased 
investigation of the reformatory by three 
Democrats to be designated by the state civil 
service commission under the terms of the 


civil service law.

Washington, D. C., Sept 25.—[{Special.}— 


istration has convinced President Wilson 
‘that the situation In Mexico shortly will be 
clarified to his satisfaction. 

The candidacy of Federico Gamboa, Huer- 
to's minister for foreign affairs, for the per- 
manent presidency is regarded as conclusive 
confirmation of the intimation heretofore 
given that Huerta would not be a candidate 
to succeed himself. This is regarded as the 
overwhelming feature of the situation and 
ig the basis for the claim of the administra- 
tion that ita Mexican policy soon will be | 
crowned with success. 

From a high official source it was learned 
today that President Wilson will not seek 
to pass upon the acceptability of Mr. Gamboa 
or any other candidate who presents him- 
self for the coming election. This informa- 
tion Was obtained by a person who desired 
to know, what was the attitude of the presi- 
dent toward the candidacy of Foreign Min- 
later Gamboa, who resigned from the Huerta 
cabinet yesterday to accept the nomination 
of the Catholic party. 


Will Favor No Candidate. 

The president does not consider that the 
United States has the right to have prefer- 
ences among candidacies so long as Huerta 
himeeif remains out of the race in keeping 
with the American demands. 

It followed from this, friends of the ad- 
ministration said, that the situation of the 
government at Mexico City will be changed 
materially soon after recognition by the 
United States. First of all the constitution- 
alists, who are now in some degree regarded 
as belligerents by the United States, neces- 
sarily will be viewed as rebels and persons 
unfriendly to peace. They will be denied 
arms while the embargo will be lifted as far 
as the newly constituted government is con- 
cerned. 

The financial difficulties of the rebels will 
be greatly increased by the new attitude 
which the United States will be forced to as- 
sume toward them, whereas recognition by 
the United States almost immediately will 
enable the successor to Huerta to procure 
adequate loans from American or European 
bankers. 


Attitude Will Help Government. 

Those who brought out these points pre-

sympathy the new Mexican government 
speedi'y would be enabled to drive back the 
opposing forces and to establish a nearer 
approach to peace in the republic.

Soak the meat and 
onion, tf used, in cid water for two hours 
at least (six is better) in the vessel in which 
it is to be cooked, keeping it on ice or in a 
cool place during this time. Then set it upon 
the back of the range, or, it it is to be made 
upon gas, use a double boiler, and keep the 
heat moderate by regulating the fame. Keep 
the vessel covered and allow the broth to sim- 
mer, keeping up the original quantity of water 
for three hours at least. Let it cool over 
night, remove the fat in the morning, and 
keep covered in a tool place until needed. If 
this is done and the entire quantity is re- 
heated to the boiling point every time that 
some of it is used, it can be kept in winter 
for several days. The variety of seasoning 
should be considered when preparing the din- 
ner for the general household, as labor is thus 
economized. 

The seasonings are various vegetable waters 
for the most part. Mrs. Hogan advises alter- 
nating this broth with milk broth, chicken 
broth, etc., but says this should always be 
on hand for an emergency. As to some of 
the seasonings that may be used she says: 

“When parsley for seasoning do not min 
it in the usual way. Children will frequent 
object to it and by using a bunch uncut the 
same resuit will be attained. This applies 
as well to celery, spinach, cauliflower, and 
onions.

A tepid milk soup is abominable.”

Rust Stains on Wash Goods. 


“Please let me know how to remove rust 
stains from wash materials, linen, and lawn 
goods. Equally useful would be direvtions for 
keeping copper and brass teapots, eto., clean. 
Silver whiting with water, alcohol also, are un- 
satisfactory. Although the articles are clean 
after a great deal of rubbing they become tar- 
nished in a short while. Dven worse are the 
efiects of salt and vinegar. The ware, at first, 
is freed from every particle of tarnish and 
verdigris. I wish to know particulars as to 
how to remove rust, please, from a white wash 
dress, linen. CHARLOTTE P.“ 


Taking your emphasized query first, let me 
advise you to use javelle water according to 
directions that come with it, in removing rust 
from white linen and cotton. Then bleach in 
the sun, wetting hourly with lemon juice. Col- 
ored fabrics are quite another matter. Cover 
the spots with a paste of boracic talcum and 


household ammonia. Leave it on for twenty- 
four hours; brush out the powder; wet and er- 
pose to the sun, protecting the rest of the gar- 
ment by basting thick paper over it,. cutting 
holes the size and shape of the stains. Wet 
hourly. After all the detersive is likely to er- 
tract the body color. With regard to keeping 


silver and brass bright after cleaning them, the 


accumulations of rust and tarnish are vaused by 
the action of the air upon the polished su 

A brisk rub every morning with a flannel cl 
will suffice to burnish the articles which are 
in constant use. For the larger pieces that are 
not in frequent requisition have canton flannel 
bags (one fcr each) and keep the silver, etc., in 
a chest. Wrap the articles in tissue paper be- 
fore putting them into the bags and drop bits 
of gum camphor into the chest.

How to Preserve Eggs.

Allow fourteen parts of water to one part ot 
the water glass” (silicate of soda); mix well, 
and when the silicate of soda has dissolved it 
is ready for use, Pack strictly fresh eggs, the 
small ends downward, in a clean crock or keg 
and cover with the liquid. Fit on a close cover 
and keep in a cool place. September is a good 
time for the work.

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Caring for the Hair.

T seems that nine-tenths of the women in 
America, young and old, are complaining of 
‘broken hair.” 

Almost every woman I meet asks what 
there is to prevent the hair from breaking 
at the ends. 

Naturally years of undulating with hot irons 
and curling with pins, will tell in time upon 
the hair. It becomes dry and burned and prac- 
tically dead. 

One’s scalp may be perfectly healthy, the 
hair thick and luxuriant from the roots to with- 
in a few inches of the ends, and the ends con- 
tihue to break off at the rate of two inches a 
month—thus shortening the hair at the rate of 
an inch and a half a month without any dam- 
age to the scalp. 

Continual curling with frons, even though the 
irons are not hot, will burn all of the life out 
of the hair, and the only safe way to prevent 
serious damage is to stop curling the hair for 
a couple of months at a time, 

Hair grows very much like vegetables and 
flowers. They need water, air, and weeding out, 
The first white, dead hairs should be pulled 
out to make room for the live ones. 

That is, of course, in cases where the white 
hairs are not caused by shock of inheritance,

To give the hair that is breaking a fair 
chance, cut off the dead ends, brush the hair 
with a good stiff brush—not wire—morning and 
evening, rub a little pure cocoanut oil into the 
scalp with the tips of the fingers, pick out all 
of the gray hairs. Keep the hair straight, not 
frizzled up underneath to make a pompadour. 

The present fashion of hairdressing is a boon 
to women, for plainness prevails, the smoother 
the hair the more fashionable it is. 

Japanese women have the most luxuriant hair 
of any women [n the world, and they never 
have it dressed more than twice each week. 
Every hair remains in place under cap when 
sleeping; thus it has a chance to grow.

But the process of dressing the hair re- 
quires the assistance of a trained hairdresser, 
for it takes a couple of hours, 
hair down carefully, comb it out without break-

Chicago Banker Objects to 
Parts of Bill Before Senate 
Committee. 


CRITICISMS FIND FAVOR. 


Valuable Suggestions May Lead 
to Material Changes in 
Measure.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.}— 
. D. Hulbert, vice president of the Mer 
chants’ Loan and Trust company of Chi- 
cago, appearing before the senate banking 
and currency committee today, vigorously 
criticised some portions of the administra- 
tion banking bill and commended others. 


Objection by Chicago Banker. 
‘Mr, Hulbert ¢riticleed the bill en the fob 
lowing grounds: | 

1. It includes but one-third of the banks 
of the country. 

2 It increases the reserves banks are 
forced to carry. | 

8. It gives commercial banking powers 
to the reserve banks, putting them in 
competition with the member banks. 

4. It forees the reserve banks to trans- 
fer checks free of chatge, thus depriving 
small banks of income to the extent of & 
per cent of their capital stock annually. 

5. It requires the reserve bank to loan 
member banks the face value of eollat- 


eral. 
6. The time limit for tarm loans te too 
short. 
7. It equivocates on the retention of 
the gold standard. 


Prof. Fisher Adds Oriticiem, 

The other witness before the committee to- 
day was Prof. Irving Fisher of Tale Both 
he and Mr, Hulbert expressed themselves 
as favorable to banking reform, though not 
favorable to many provisions of the present 
bill. Prof. Fisher criticised the gold standard 
equivocation particularly. 

As à result of their statements, it is not 
unlikely the senate committee will amend the 
bill materially. Senator O'Gorman stated 
after Mr. Hulbert concluded his statement 
that he had made the most valuable sug- 
gestions of any person yet heard. The Chi- 
cago banker was forced to return to Chi- 
cago immediately after the close of the after- 
noon session. He may. return fer another 
hearing next week. 


Points Made by Hulbert. 

In his Opening statement Mr. Hulbert said: 

“The success or failure of any plan for 
currency reform will depend largely on the 
action of the state banks. The national banks 
alone repregent little more than one-third 
of the total banking power of the country. 
You cannot gatisfactorily reform the banking 
system of a country by reforming one-third 
of it. 

Probably the most difficult thing to adjust 
satisfactorily is the question of reserves. 
While the pending bill apparently reduces the 
required reserves of the reserve city banks 
and the country banks, it in reality increases 
them. The reserve city bank at present, 
while required to carry 25 per cent reserve, 
carries only 12% per cent in idle money, the 
balance being made up of credits with re- 
serve correspondents on which the bank re- 
ceives interest, so that if the reserve city 
banks are required to carry 18 per cent as 
provided in the bill, it would require them to 
carry In per cent more idle money than 
under the present system. 


State Banks’ Rererve Low. 

“The last report of the controller shows 
that the state banks reported bave less than 
5 per cent of total cash on hand, while the na- 
tional banks have about 12 per cent. 

One reason why our present reserve sys 
tem has proven to be more or less of a failure 
is that in @ time of stress the burden falls 
too heavily bn the national banks. I think 4 
simple solution of this problem would be to 
change the present bill so as to require 4 
reserve of only 5 per cent against time de- 
posite, including time certificates. provid- 
ing, however, that all time deposits shall be 
counted as demand for reserve purposes When 
they are within thirty days of maturity. 

“The phrase, ‘or lawful money,’ has ne 

place in this bill, because it throws the re- 
demption of such lawful money back upon 
the treasury department with the obligation 
upon the treasury to produce gold, wrereae 
it is an indefinite and indeterminate thing 
what ig meant by lewful money with refer- 
ence to the redemption of the notes of the 
reserve city banks when they are presented 
for payment.“
